The  Electoral  College  of  Pennsylvania  convened  this  day  at  12  o’clock  m., 
in  the  Senate  Chamber,  agreeably  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  College  was  called  to  order  by  Mr.  JOHNSON,  who  moved  that 
Thomas  M.  Marshall,  of  Allegheny  county,  be  chosen  President  of  the  College. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  COATES,  and 
Unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.  MARSHALL  was  conducted  to  the  Chair  by  Messrs.  Johnson  and 
Coates,  when  he  addressed  the  College  as  follows,  viz: 

Gentlemen  and  Members  of  the  Electoral  College  of  Pennsylvania :  We 
meet  to-day  under  happy  auspices.  We  meet  under  circumstances  greatly  differ- 
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ent  from  those  under  which  our  predecessors  met  four  years  ago.  We  have 
to-day  but  to  record  the  ascertained  will  of  the  people  of  Pennsylvania  and  of 
the  nation. 

The  verdict  of  the  people  has  a  deep  significance.  It  says  to  all  men 
that  this  is  to  be  a  free  country,  and  that  the  accidents  of  birth  or  social  con¬ 
dition  shall  not  be  perpetuated  hy  law  or  by  prejudice  ;  but  hereafter  that  this 
broad  land — and  every  foot  of  it — shall  be  free  to  the  energy,  to  the  intelligence, 
and  to  the  genius  of  every  man.  There  shall  be  freedom  of  person  and 
freedom  of  action,  and  freedom  of  speech  all  over  this  land :  and  that  the  man 
whom  we  shall  help  to  choose  for  President  to-day  shall  enforce  the  mutual  ob¬ 
ligations  of  protection  and  obedience  which  our  law  prescribes  to  all,  so  that  in 
this  great  broad  land  of  ours — from  the  rock-bound  coasts  of  the  Atlantic  to  the 
golden  shores  of  the  Pacific — every  man  shall  be  free,  north  and  south,  east, 
and  west,  and  the  only  requirement  of  citizenship  shall  be  mauhood  and  love  of 
the  principles  of  the  Constitution. 

I  shall  not  extend  my  remarks  further.  We  all  desire  to  get  home.  We 
all  desire  to  discharge  with  alacrity  our  great  duty  in  casting  the  electoral  vote 
of  the  country  for  General  Grant,  the  country  which,  under  God,  he  saved. 

The  next  duty  in  order,  gentlemen,  is  the  election  of  Secretaries. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  JOHNSON  and  Mr.  HOOPES, 

That  George  W.  Hamersly,  of  Philadelphia,  J.  Robley  Dunglison,  of 
Dauphin,  and  George  F.  Morgan,  of  Allegheny,  be  the  Secretaries  of  the 
College. 

Which  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

A  motion  tvas  made  by  Mr.  STEWART,  of  Franklin,  that  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Mitchell,  of  Harrisburg,  be  invited  to  open  the  proceedings  of  the  College 
with  prayer. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Whereupon 

Mr.  Mitchell  having  been  conducted  to  the  President’s  desk,  invoke^  the 
blessing  of  Almighty  God  as  follows,  viz: 

Our  Father,  which  art  in  Heaven,  hallowed  be  Thy  name;  we  Thine  un¬ 
worthy  servants  present  ourselves  before  Thee  in  the  name  of  Him  who  is  our 
only  Meditator  with  Thee,  praying  that  for  His  sake  Thou  wouldst  listen  to  the 
voice  of  our  petition,  and  grant  us  our  prayer. 

We  thank  and  bless  Thy  Holy  Name,  0,  Thou  who  art  the  High  and  Mighty 
Ruler  of  the  Universe,  for  all  the  kindness  Thou  hast  shown  to  our  beloved 
]and. 
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Thou  hast,  by  Thy  merciful  hand,  snatched  it  from  the  horrible  pit  and  miry 
clay;  and  Thou  hast  granted  unto  it  deliverance,  complete  and  entire,  out  of 
the  hands  of  those  who  wished  it  evil  and  who  sought  its  destruction. 

And  now,  for  all  that  our  Republic  is  to-day — for  its  peace,  its  integrity,  its 
power — we  render  Thee  our  thanks.  Continue  these  mercies,  we  beseech  Thee, 
unto  us,  and  unto  our  children’s  children,  forevermore. 

Fill  up  the  portion  of  America,  we  pray  Thee,  with  yet  more  bounteous  and 
overflowing  measures.  Continue  to  put  honor  upon,  and  exalt  the  birthright  of 
each  one  of  her  citizens,  even  the  humblest.  Let  perfect  peace  ;  let  the  widest 
diffusion  of  intelligence  ;  let  the  firmest  establishment  of  justice,  come  in  Thy 
Good  Providence  to  this  nation.  Bless,  0  God,  Thy  servant,  the  President 
elect,  who,  by  the  voice  of  the  people,  is  made  their  leader  for  the  four  years 
which  are  to  come.  Preserve  his  life.  Defend  him  from  the  machinations  ot 
evil  men  who  do  not  love  their  country  or  fear  their  God.  Gird  him  with  Thine 
own  strength  ;  guide  him  by  Thine  own  hapd,  Preserve  him  from  weakness, 
from  error  and  from  fear.  Give  him  unto  us  a  true  and  a  faithful  leader.  Let 
America  have  a  new  and  a  more  hopeful  day  ;  and  let  this  blessed  day  of  peace 
and  of  freedom,  of  knowledge  and  of  holiness,  enlighten  and  bless  the  world. 
And  this  we  beg  for  Jesus’  sake.  Amen. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  SILL  and  Mr.  BARNES, 

That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Governor  and  in¬ 
form  him  that  the  Electoral  College  of  Pennsylvania  is  no w  in  session ,  and  ready 
to  receive  any  communication  he  may  have  to  make. 

Which  was  agreed  to,  and 

The  PRESIDENT  appointed  Messrs.  Sill,  Pollock  and  Johnson  as  said 
committee.

That  Andrew  Alexander,  of  Philadelphia,  be  the  Messenger  of  the  College.

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  WILDLY  and  Mr.  FREW, 

That  Captain  G.  L.  Braun,-  of  Allegheny,  be  Assistant  Sergeant-at-Arms 
to  tho  College. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 
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A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  WILDEY  and  Mr.  POLLOCK, 

That  Jacob  Styers,  of  Dauphin, -and  Isaac  Hamberg,  of  Philadelphia,  be 
Door  Keepers  to  the  College. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  SILL,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Governor,  and 
inform  him  that  the  College  was  in  session,  reported  : 

That  they  had  waited  upon  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  and  had  been 
informed  by  him  that  he  would  communicate  with  the  College  in  a  few  minutes, 
in  writing. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  IIOOTON  and  Mr.  WAGENSELLER, 

That  the  forms  and  proceedings  of  the  Electoral  Colleges  of  18G0  and  1864 
be  adopted  by  this  College. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

A  motion  wa3  made  by  Mr.  SILL  and  Mr.  RANK, 

That  Messrs.  Crawford,  Johnson  and  Ewing  be  appointed  a  committee 
to  examine  and  settle  the  accounts  of  the  expenses  of  the  College. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  being  introduced,  presented  a  message 
from  the  Governor,  which  was  read  as  follows,  viz  :

To  the  Honorable ,  the  Electors  for  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  of  President  and 

Vice  President  of  the  United  States : 

Gentlemen  :  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  3d  section  of  the  Act  of 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  approved  the  1st  day  of  March,  a.  d.  1792,  I  have 
caused  three  lists  of  the  names  of  the  Electors  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  to  be 
made  and  certified  in  accordance  with  said  act ;  and  also  a  copy  of  the  Proclama¬ 
tion  of  the  election  of  said  Electors,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  notification  given 
them  of  their  election,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  act  of  As¬ 
sembly,  passed  July  2d,  1839,  all  of  which  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted  for 
the  use  of  the  Electors.

A  PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas,  In  and  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  entitled  “An  act  re¬ 
lating  to  the  elections  of  this  Commonwealth,”  approved  the  second  day  of 
July,  a.  d.  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  it  is  made  the  duty  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  on  receiving  the  returns  of  the  election 
of  electors  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  to  lay  them 
before  the  Governor,  who  shall  enumerate  and  ascertain  the  number  of  votes  for 
each  person  voted  for,  and  shall  thereupon  declare  by  proclamation  the  names 
of  the  persons  duly  elected  : 

And  whereas ,  It  appears  from  the  returns  laid  before  me  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  the  election  of  electors  as  aforesaid,  held  on  Tuesday, 
the  third  day  of  November,  186€,  that  G.  Morrison  Coates,  Thomas  M.  Marshall, 
William  H.  Barnes,  William  J.  Pollock,  Richard  Wildey,  George  W.  Hill,  Wat¬ 
son  P.  Magill,  John  H.  Bringhurst,  Frank  C.  Eooton.  Isaac  Eckert,  Maris 
Hoopes,  David  M.  Rank,  William  Davis,  Winthrop  W.  Ketcham,  Samuel  Knorr, 
Benj.  F.  Wagenseller,  Charles  H.  Mullen,  John  Stewart,  George  W.  Elder, 
Jacob  Grafius,  Jas.'Sill,  Henry  C.  Johnson,  John  K.  Ewing,  William  Frew, 
Alexander  W.  Crawford  and  James  S.  Rutan  are  the  persons  duly  elected  electors 
of  a  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  to  serve  at  the  election 
in  that  behalf,  to  be  held  at  the  seat  of  government  of  this  State  (being  the  city 
of  Harrisburg,  in  the  county  of  Dauphin),  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  December 
next,  agreeably  to  the  said  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth, 
and  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  in  such  case  made  and 
provided. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  the  great  seal  of  the  State,  at  Harrisburg,  this 
thirteenth  day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-eight  and  of  the  Commonwealth  the  ninety-third.

On  motion  of  Mr.  MAGILL  and  Mr.  DAVIS,

Messrs.  Stewart,  Barnes  and  Rutan  were  appointed  Tellers. 

The  ballots  of  all  the  Electors  having  been  taken,  they  were  severally  opened 
and  read  by  the  President  and  recorded  by  the  Tellers  ;  and  the  ballots  and  tally 
papers  corresponding,  it  appeared,  and  was  declared  by  the  President,  that 

ULYSSES  S.  GRANT,  of  Illinois,  had  received  twenty- six  votes  for  Presi- 
dent-of  the  United  Stares. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  COATES  and  Mr.  POLLOCK, 

The  College  proceeded  to  ballot  for  a  Vice  President  of  the  United  States, 

Messrs.  Stewart,  Barnes  and  -Rutan  acting  as  Tellers. 

The  ballots  of  all  the  Electors  being  taken,  they  were  severally  opened  and 
read  by  the  President,  and  recorded  by  the  Tellers  ;  and  the  ballots  and  tally 
papers  corresponding,  it  appeared  and  was  declared  by  the  President,  that 

SCHUY’LER  COLFAX,  of  Indiana,  had  received  twenty-six  votes  for  Vice 
President  of  the  United  States. 


A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  MAGILL  and  Mr.  RANK, 
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That  the  Electors  now  proceed  to  sign  the  triplicate  certificates  of  the  votes 
given  by  them  for  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States. 

Which  was  agreed  to.

'im&Resolved,  That  Major  James  S.  Rutan,  one  of  the  Electors,  be  appointed  to 
take  charge  of  one  of  the  packages  containing  the  lists  of  votes  of  this  Electoral 
College  for  a  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  and  deliver  the 
same  to  the  President  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  at  Washington,  on  or 
before  the  first  Wednesday  of  January  next. 

The  Electors  then  (with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Rutan)  signed  the  following 
certificate,  and  it  was  delivered  to  Mr.  Rutan  by  the  President,  viz:

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That  the  committee  have  discharged  the  duties  for  which  they  were  ap¬ 
pointed;  that  the  envelopes  are  inscribed  upon  the  face  with  the  following 
certificate,  viz: 

“We,  the  Electors,  duly  elected  on  the  part  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
to  vote  for  a  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  do  certify  that 
a  list  of  all  the  votes  given  for  President  (or  Vice  President)  is  contained 
herein.” 

And  that  the  certificates  are  ready  for  delivery  in  the  forms  prescribed  by 

law. 

The  PRESIDENT  then  delivered  one  of  the  packages  containing  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  the  votes  given  by  the  Electoral  College  for  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  one  containing  a  certificate  of  the  votes  given  for  Vice  President, 
directed  to  the  “President  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States.  Washington  city,” 
to  James  S.  Rut  ax  ;  and  like  packages  directed  to  “John  Cadwailader,  Judge
